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ANNUAL  HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1957 
To  the  Ghairman  and  Members  of  the  T-owyn  Urban  District  Council 
Ivlr,  Chairman,  Miss  Enid  Richards  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  tbe  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  ended  3“l  st  December,  1957* 

The  population  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  showed  a 
decline  of  sixty  as  compared  with  a fall  of  two  hundred  in  the 
previous  year* 

There  were  three  more  live  births  than  in  195^  end  the  number 
of  deaths  v/as  twelve  fewer* 

There  were  tv?o  fewer  deaths  from  cancer,  and  of  tlBse,  two 
were  of  cancer  of  the  Lungs  (none  in  1956)  and  four  were  of  cancer 
of  the  Stomach  (one  in  1956)* 

Seventeen  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  and  were  a smaller  proportion  of  the  whole 
than  in  the  previous  year  when  they  accounted  for  more  than  half 
the  total  number  of  deaths* 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  and 
the  number  of  new  Pulmonary  cases  notified  remained  the  same,  viz: 
3.  There  wore  no  new  cases  of  Non  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
(one  in  1 956)  * 

There  was  a minor  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  year  but  no 
other  infectious  diseases  were  notified* 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  from  a local 
Military  Establishment  due  to  an  antraceablo  cause* 

The  general  standard  of  Pood  Hygiene  and  food  handling  remains 
good  due  to  supervision  and  advice,  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
people  engaged  in  the  food  and  catering  industry.  This  is  an 
important  factor  in  a district  such  as  this  which  depends  to  a 
large  extent  on  the  visitor  and  holiday-maker. 


Pollution  of  beaches  by  sewage  continues  to  occur  from  time  to 
time.  The  remedy  of  this  problem  remains  an  economic  one,  but  it 
is  gratifying  to  state  that  work  has  now  (in  mid  1958)  started  on 
the  Towyn  scheme, 

I wish  to  thank  Mr,  S,  Taylor  for  his  co-operation  during  the 
year  and  to  hope  that  his  improvement  in  health  will  be  maintained,

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Aberdovey  and  Towyn 

Tho  supply  of  water  to  these  two  communities  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained,  throughout  year.  The  supply  by  gravity 
form  Braich-y-Rhiw  proved  adequate  for  most  of  the  year,  but  during 
the  peak  of  the  Summer  season,  the  pumps  at  Pen-y-Bont  were  brought 
into  use  to  supplement  the  supply  from  the  Afon  Pathew,  Regular 
sampling  has  proved  the  quality  of  the  water  to  be  of  a highly 
satisfactory  standard.  The  average  daily  consumption  was  255,000 
gallons# 

Bryncrug 

This  village  was  supplied  direct  from  the  treatment  works  at 
Braich-y-Rhiw.  Ov/ing  to  the  difficulty  of  satisfe  ctorily  maintaining 
the  plant,  it  was  decided  to  connect  the  Bryncrug  system  to  Pen-y-Bont. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  work  has  been  undertaken  and  has 
resulted  in  a marked  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  water. 


C^vrt 


The  bulk  supply  from  Pennal  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year  and  the  quality  of  the  water  has  been  highly 
satisfactory#  The  overage  daily  consumption  was  1U00  gallons# 

Private  Supplies 

Streams,  land  springs  and  wells  provide  supplies  to  isolated 
houses  and  farms#  Three  forms  were  provided  with  a piped  water 
supply  during  the  year.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 


iVberclovey 

The  discharge  of  crude  sewage  into  the  Dovey  estuary  at 
the  appropriate  state  of  the  tide,  from  the  Wharf  storage  tanks, 
still  continues.  Some  pollution  of  the  beaches  has  occurred  during 
periods  of  adverse  v/ind  conditions.  The  proposed  sewage  disposal 
scheme,  v;ork  on  which  has  had  to  be  deferred  up  to  the  present 
on  economic  grounds,  is  novi^,  more  than  ever,  an  urgent  necessity. 


Fryncrug 


The  sewage  pumping  station  and  disposal  works  serving  this 
village  have  been  operating  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 
Since  the  last  report  6 houses  in  this  village  have  had  their 
pall  closets  replaced  v;ith  water  closets  connected  to  the  Council’s 
sev/er. 

To^yyn- 

Flooding  has  taken  place,  at  times,  in  various  parts  of  the 
town  during  heavy  rainstoi?ms.  Daily  visits  to  the  sewer  outfall 
have  been  necessary  to  prevent  silting  and  blocking  of  the  tidal 
flap.  Fouling  of  the  beach  near  the  sea  outfall  has  again  been 
experienced  during  certain  tide  and  ?/ind  conditions. 

Work  has  now  commenced  on  the  new  sewerage  scheme  which 
involves  the  duplication  of  certain  sev/ers  and  the  provision  of  a 
storm  overflow.  A new  pumping  station,  which  incorporates  pumps 
of  the  mascerating  type,  will  discharge  sewage  at  all  stages  of 
the  tjde,  and  will  reduce  to  a minimum  the  danger  of  further 
pollution  of  the  beach. 

New  drainage  and  septic  tank  installations  were  provided  at 
three  farms  during  the  year. 

Night  soil  continues  to  be  collected  with  household  refuse 
at  Cwrt.  When  the  economic  position  is  more  favourable,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  Council  v;ill  give  consideration  to  the  conversion 
of  the  houses  in  this  village  to  some  form  of  water  carriage 
system.

17  tests  ViTore  carried  out  on'  new  drainage  systems  and  12 
on  existing  drains. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  for  the  whole  district 
continues  to  he  undertaken  by  Contractors,  Twice  weekly  collections 
are  mado  at  Aberdovey  and  Tov/yn,  once  weekly  at  Bryncrug  and  Cv/rt 
and  fortnightly  at  Abertafol* 

T-here  is  no  collection  of  trade  refuse.  I would  again 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  Council  give  further  consideration 
to  this  matter  as  I am  of  opinion  that  there  is  an  increasing  need 
for  such  an  important  Public  Health  service. 

Refuse  Disposal 

A modified  system  of  controlled  tipping  is  in  operation  on  the 
Council  s tv;o  refuse  depositories.  Despite  the  shortage  of  suitable 
material  for  covering  the  tip  surfaces  and  indiscriminate  tipping  by 
business  and  other  people,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain 
the  sites  in  a tidy  condition. 

Regular  treatnents  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  keep 
the  tips  free  from  rat  and  fly  infestations.

r^iblic  Conveniences 

The  public  conveniences  throughout  the  district  were  well 
maintained  in  a clean  condition  although  fouling  of  compartments 
and  fittings  and  the  blocking  of  the  drains,  frequently  occurred, 
Cno  wonders  v/hy  conveniences  are  so  often  misused  by  the  public, 

A nev/  convenience  near  the  Wharf  Station  was  completed  during 
the  year  and  x^rovided  much  needed  additional  accommodation. 

Camping  Sites 

There  are  now  eight  camioing  sites  in  the  district  providing 
accommodation  for  384  caravans.  One  new  site  for  12  caravans  was 
licensed  during  the  year.  One  established  site  was  licensed  to 
j.ncrease  its  accommodation  to  200  caravans,  following  improved 
sanitary  facilities  and  amenities.  The  drainage  system  at  another 
established  site  v;as  over-hauled  and  improved. 

During  the  loeak  period  of  the  season  several  unauthorised  sites 
wore  again  used  for  camping,  but  no  serious  nuisances  occurred, 

hill  Farming  and  Livestock  Rearing  Acts 

The  occupiers  of  three  hill  faimis  in  the  district  have  taken 
ouvantage  of  grants  available  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Pood  to  repair  and  improve  their  farm  dwellings.

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis 
in  both  cattle  and  pigs  remains  Imv,  and,  except  in  the  case  of  cows, 
the  percentage  of  animals  affected  with  diseases  other  than 
Tuberculosis  continues  to  show  a dov/nward  trend. 

The  presence  of  parasites,  in  particular  the  liver  fluke,  is 
again  the  primary  cause  of  condemnation  in  cattle  and  sheep. 

No  cases  of  cystercerci  were  found  during  the  year. 
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Slaup;hter-house  Control  and  the  Trans-port  and  Handling  of  Meat 


No  applications  were  received  for  licenses  in  respect  of  new 
private  slaughterhouses  as  adequate  facilities  to  meet  the  needs 
of  all  tho  local  butchers  are  provided  at  the  existing  slaughter- 
house owned  by  tho  Towyn  Wholesale  Meat  Co,  Ltd, 

Tho  general  conditions  at  this  slaughterhouse  were  well 
maintained  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  v/as  most  satisfactory* 

The  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  were  complied  with 
in  every  respect.  The  transport  and  handling  of  all  meat  has 
been  very  satisfactory,  every  precaution  being  taken  to  prevent 
the  soiling  and  contamination  of  dressed  carcasses,  Tho  quality 
of  the  meat  produced  throughout  the  year  was  exceptionally  good.

It  is  ijloasing  to  note  that  all  samples  taken  during  the  year 
conformed  to  the  prescribed  standards  for  designated  milks. 

In  addition,  7 samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milks  and  2 Ungraded 
milks  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  All 
results  wore  negative. 


Ice-Cream 


There  are  23  premises  in  the  district  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream,  three  applications  having  been  approved  during  the  year. 
Manufacturing  of  a cold-mix  ice-cream  was  discontinued  at  one  premises 
registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  All  vendors  sell  a wrapped  or 
prepacked  product. 

It  was  generally  found  that  a good  standard  of  hygiene  was 
maintained  at  these  premises. 
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Food  Hyp;ione 


There  v/as  little  change  in  the  number  of  food  premises  in  the 
area  during  the  year,  there  being  55  catering  establishments,  23  % 

grocers  (including  green-grocers),  6 bakehouses,  6 canteens,  2 fish 
frying  premises,  5 butchers  and  10  confectioners'  shops,  a total  of 
107. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  at  these  premises  was 
generally  found  to  be  reasonably  good  and  I am  happy  to  report  that 
improvements  have  been  effected  at  several  premises.  The  conditions 
under  v/hich  food  is  stored  hov;ever,  continues  to  need  more  attention 
and  greater  care  should  be  taken  by  some  tradespeople  to  see  that 
their  foodstuffs  are  so  placed  as  to  prevent  risk  of  contamination*
